He was then drafted and served 
with the Latvian amy from 1 October 193U to 30 SpptBmber 193^. 

From July 19l(l to October 19l|l^ Subject i^as employed by the 
Sicherheitsdienst. 

From 6 March 191^2 to 19 ^ril 19U2 and then again from 17 May 19U3 
to an unspecified date, Subject served mth the Waffen SS. He was attacrfied 
to the 19 th Lettland SS Schutzmannschafts Battalion up to 19 April 19U2o 
He served with the 11th SS Freiw. Gren. Regt. UO and also the SS Junkerschule 
Toelz in 1914*. He was promoted to Waffen SS Unterst\irmfuehrer on 11 
December 19l4i» 

Subject also listed as a member of the Latvian "National Bewegung".
